ATHENS, Dec. 27 (AP)—Fight- 
ing between the Greek Army and 
Communist guerrilla units contin- 
ued today in the Konitsa-Ioannina 
region of northwestern Greece, 
with press dispatches reporting 
the insurgents being steadily 
pushed back with heavy losses 
north of Ioannina, 

The Government, reacting to the 
proclamation of a Greek Commu- 


Inist state, was said to be prepar- 


ing to pass a law outlawing the 
Communist party and certain oth- 
er leftist groups. The new law, 
it was reported, would be based on 
a similar one enacted under the 
late Premier Eleutherios Veni- 
zelos, but with more severe penal- 
ties, The old law has not been 
enforced in recent years. 

The Co-ordinating Council, leg- 
islating while Parliament is in re- 
cess, Was expected to approve the 
law today and make it effective 
within 10 minutes by publishing 
it in the Government gazette, 

Military Operations. 

Greek troops, fighting up the 
main highway from Ioannina, 
made contact with guerrillas hold- 
ing the vital Bourozani bridge in 
the Konitsa area, key to the main 
communications line from Ioan- 
nina, 

Guerrilla forces meanwhile, were 


mortars extensively in an effort to 
prevent any reinforcement of the 
Konitsa garrison, already attacked 
three times and in a state of 
semi-siege. A brigadier named As- 
simakis was driving forward with 
fresh troops rushed in from west- 
ern Macedonia to relieve the gar- 
rison whose wounded commander, 
Brig. Constantine Dovas, has been 


directing the defense of the town 


from a hospital bed, 

A Third Army communique said 
95 guerrillas were killed and 63 
taken prisoner in northern Greece 
during the last 24 hours, 

Fierce Fighting Along Road. 

Severe fighting was in progress 
north of Kalpaki, 20 miles north 
of Ioannina, where the main high- 
way forks northeast to Konitsa. 
The insurgents, offering fierce re- 
sistance from hills covering the 
road, were reported being driven 
back. The most violent fighting 
occurred along this road to the 
Bourozani bridge, 11 miles west of 
Konitsa. 

Advancing government relief 
forces smashed a strong guerrilla 
defense point five miles northeast 
of Kalpaki. Military authorities 
said the units which captured the 
Bourozani bridge had come from 
Albania, 

Press reports from Agrinion, 
100 miles south of Konitsa, said 
more than 200 casualties were in- 
flicted on a 1500-man guerrilla 
force which barricaded itself in 
the village of Kato Proslova, 12 
miles to the east. The reports 
said this operation had “ended,” 
indicating that a large number of 
guerrillas had managed to infil-

Over Niagara Falls in a Fog 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., Dec. 27 
(UP)—Wild duck was on the 
menu at charitable institutions 
yesterday because mild weather 
fooled the fowl into foregoing 
their annual southern jaunt. 

The ducks, nearly 1000 of them, 
were swept to death over Niagara 
Falls when heavy fog hampered 
their search for Christmas dinner.

NANKING, Dec, 27 (AP)—Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek has 
issued a personal order barring 
disclosure of military news by 
Government officials amid reports 
from the north indicating the na- 
tional positjon in Manchuria is 
steadliy becoming worse. Severe 
punishment is provided for viola- 


tors. * 
Chiang’s order, informants said, 
forbade the dislosure of any mil- 
itary information to the press or 
public. It was reported that high 
authorities several times had dis- 
closed highly secret military per- 
sonnel transfers and other war 
secrets, 

The newspaper Hsinmin re 
ported that all Chinese press cor- 
respondents had decided to leave 
Mukden in protest against the 
censorship. It said the reporters 
stopped filing their dispatches yes- 
terday when the censorship be- 
came effective, 

Even pro-Government sources 
acknowledged that the Commu- 
nistg were gaining ground in the 
West Liaoning area where fight- 
ing has been the heaviest. — 

Bridge Reported Wrecked. 

The official Central News 
Agency said the government had 
regained control of key points 
within a 35-mile arc around Muk- 
den. However, the Associated 
Press learned from other sources 
that Communist demolition squads 
operating within the defense area 
had blown up a railroad bridge 
seven miles north of the city and 
had tossed grenades into Govern- 
ment installations just outside the 
city limits. 

The food problem in Mukden, 
which is cut off from the south by 
Communist blockades of the Neip- 
ing-Mukden railway, was reported 
becoming increasingly acute. A 
fuel shortage forced residents to 
chop down trees lining the streets. 

Chinese dispatches from Muk- 
den to Peiping, presumably passed 
by military censors, said the Reds 
were -continuing their attacks 
against the outer defenses but that 
despite the bitter cold, the Gov-

Truck Driver Calls Action for

CHICAGO, Dec, 27 (AP)—Harry 
Carson, truck driver, who said he 
formerly operated a handbook, is 
being sued by the Federal Govern- 
ment for $324,595.92 in unpaid in- 
come taxes for the year 1936. 

“Some joke,” Carson, 43 years 

old, said in commenting on the 
suit, filed in district court yes- 
terday. “Maybe I can scrape up 
the 92 cents.” 
Carson told reporters that fed- 
eral agents two years ago had 
asked him how much he made 
while operating a handbook in 
1936 


“I told them I cleared about 
$1000 a day after expenses,” Car- 
son said, “I didn’t have any books 
or records, They figured some- 
how that there were 324 working 
days and that I owed $324,595.92.” 
Carson added he did not know 
what he had done with the money 
and said he wouldn’t be working 
as a truck driver if he had any of 
the money left. . 
Joseph H. Solon, Assistant 
United States Attorney, declined 
comment on Carson's statements. 
He said his office did not have 
complete files on the case, Tax 
officials estimated such a tax 
would indicate a 1936 income of 
about $900,000. 


TETRACHLORIDE EXTINGUISHER 
SUSPECTED IN TRAILER DEATHS 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27 (AP)~—The 
death of three children in a trailer 
fire Dec, 4, has brought a recom- 
mendation from the Illinois De- 
partment of Health that the use in 
trailer camps of fire extinguishers 
containing carbon tetrachloride 
“be discouraged or prohibited,” 
The children, all under 4 years 
of age, were burned to death in a 
fire which swept through their 
suburban Park Ridge trailer home 
during absence of their mother, 
Mrs. Allen Snowberg Jr. 
Kenneth M. Morse, industrial 
hygiene chief of the Illinois De- 
partment of Health, said in a re- 
port that phosgene gas released 
by a self-exploding type of ex- 
tinguisher containing carbon 
tetrachloride “may have been the 
major cause” of the fire. 

Morse reported a test showed a 
similar extinguisher “exploded” at 
ees and that a high con- 
centration of phosgene, a decom- 
position product of carbon tetra- 
chloride, was released.

NUMBER OF STRIKES STARTED

A chain store cashier was held 
up last night by a man who hand- 
ed her a note reading, “This is a 
holdup,” and two young Negro 
robbers gained admittance to a 
home by carrying in purportedly 
heavy Christmas packages.

SEATTLE, Wash., Dec, 27 (AP)

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MAYOR SEEKING 
10 AVOID DOUBLE 
TAK ON TOBACCO 


Says There Was No In- 
tent to Impose 10 Pct. 
Levy. on Products Oth- 


er Than Cigarettes. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann and 
members of the City Counselor’s 
staff are attempting to decide 
what to do about a bill enacted 
last week by the Board of Alder- 
men to impose a § per cent levy 
on tobacco products other than 
cigarettes. 

Because of the manner in which 
it is written, the bill would re- 
quire the colleotion of a 5 per cent 


tax both on wholesale and retail 
vales of the tobacco products, 
making the total tax 10 per cent. 

The measure was one of the five 
new revenue measures sponsored 
by the administration to raise a 
total of $1,700,000 annually in ad- 
ditional funds to meet increasing 
municipai expenses. Although 
the Mayor favored the tax on to- 
bacco products, he said today that 
there was no intent to subject 
these items to the double taxation. 
All the revenue bills are now 
before him for his signature. He 
can sign the tobacco tax bill to 
make it effective and submit a 
corrective measure later; he can 
veto it and then submit a new bill 
with corrected language, or he 
can let the measure go into ef- 
fect without change. 

The measure as written is ex- 
pected to produce about $200,000 
annually. If rewritten to tax the 
sales only once, it would produce 
about $100,000. Other bills enact- 
ed at the same time include an in- 
crease in the cigarette tax from 
the present two cents a package 
levy to three cents; a levy of 5 
per ceint on amusement admis- 
sions; and an increase from 3 
per cent to 5 per cent in the levy 
on sports admissions.

Slums Into Speedway

The letter entitled “Frou Frou vs. 
Slums” and signed “Critic,” hits the 
nail on the head. : 

Why a program for the elimination of 
at least that portion of our slum area 
lying practically at our front door (be- 
tween Union Station and Grand boule- 
vard) has not been undertaken by any 
ef the city administrations since our 
World's Fair in 1904 is difficult to 
understand. 

The district was recognized as a slum 
problem then. Now the City Plan Com- 
mission suggests an open-cut sub-sur- 
face roadway for fast-moving automo 
biles down the parked space 
in Forest boulevard from Kings- 
highway to Grand and connecting with 
another parkway in a mall extending 
from Grand boulevard to approximately 
Thirty-third and Lacigede, Lawton or 
Pine streets and extending eastward in 
u straight line to Beaumont street, 
where a slight jog southward would put 
it in a line to meet an extension of Aloe 
Plaza near Jefferson avenue, The sub- 
surface roadway could then be extended 
under Aloe Plaza to enter a municipal 
garage et Eighteenth street, which mu- 
nicipal garage should be extended under 
the three blocks down to Fifteenth 
street, there to have exits to Market 
and Chestnut streets. 

This is no ill-conceived project but 
accrues directly from our old street and 
boulevard plans (see Missouri Historical 
Society Exhibits, Jefferson Memorial). 

The slum clearance of the property 
adjoining these parked boulevards and 
subways will also pay for itself and 
gave the city large sums for services as 
a long-range project if improved with 
apartment houses, hotels and private 
commercial enterprises. 

This “Boulevard de Laclede,” as this 
mall should be called, if made wide 
enough, would also be a distinct fire- 
break in the middle ef our city extend- 
ing from Twelfth to Kingshighway 
boulevards. It would give a recreational 
area of inestimable value to our city.

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Greece Warms Up 


A Communist state has been proclaimed in 
northern Greece and the border fighting has be- 
come more intense. There is no use in pretending 
that these developments do not indicate a wors- 
ening of ‘the situation. It is obvious that mone- 
tary support for the Greek Government and the 
presence of the Griswold mission in Athens 
have not been enough to shut off pressure from 
the direction of Soviet-dominated Albania, Bul-\ 
garia and Yugoslavia. 

Those countries may now be expected to ree- 
ognize the new “government” proclaimed by 
Gen. Markos Vifiades, to grant it the status of a 
belligerent, and even openly to send arms to its 
forces. That certainly would mean a new head- 
ache for the United Nations, and it might well 


force the United States to a sterner implementa- 


tion of the n Doctrine. 

If so, Washington cannot avoid its commit- 
ments. Certainly, there can be no backing down 
without an undermining of the American anti- 
Communist position everywhere. If we do not 
mean business in Greece about which the Presi- 
dent spoke so firmly, then other nations will 
wonder if we really mean business anywhere. 

On the other hand, if the United States Gov- 
ernment to its guns in Greece, there may 
be an abatement of pressure there and else- 
where, too. Obviously inspired from Moscow, 
the latest Greek. move may well be a rather 
clumsy Kremlin effort to test the fiber of 
American intentions. It may be an attempt to 
discover whether our firmness goes beyond the 
conference table. Strong evidence that it does 
may persuade the Politburo to be a little more 
careful about its provocation and pushing. 

Interesting in this connection is the belief of 
American intelligence officers that Marshal Tito 
of Yugoslavia has been warned that, if he carries 
his truculence from talk into action at Trieste, 
Moscow will abandon him. It might be the 
same story in Greece: A willingness on the part 
of the Kremlin to support the fomenting of 
friction, but an unwillingness to follow through 
into the shadows of war. 

There are many reasons to believe that the 
Russian formula is one of calculated and colos- 
sal bluff. If so, it is a bluff that the United 
States can call. This country simply must stand 
its ground—and, in the meantime, it would not 
hurt to stimulate, in Greece especially, a little 
more of the genuine democracy which is the 
ultimate answer to Russian and every other 
variety of totalitarianism. 
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Birmingham, Whistle Stop No. 3 

Birmingham’s Mayor Green proposed a 
curious mixture of Americanism and un- 
Americanism for the admission of white people 
and Negroes to the Freedom Train. He sug- 
gested that Negroes be jim-crowed up to the 
entrance—kept in a separate line—and then be 
admitted as American citizens on an equal basis 
with the whites. 

What the mayor’s plan amounted to was a sop 
to racial hatred and another sop to racial un- 
derstanding. It didn’t add up to the American 
principle of one class of citizenship. Mayor 
Green should have heard what Barney Taylor, 
chairman of the Memphis chapter of the Ameri- 
can Veterans’ Committee, had to say about the 
segregation rule insisted upon for his city by 
Mayor Pleasants—that it played into the hands 
of the Communists, who were eager to find 
valid reasons for criticizing the tour of the Free- 


- dom Train. 


Like Memphis and Hattiesburg, Miss., Birm- 
ingham has been struck from the itinerary be- 
cause of its city government's insistence upon 
treating Negroes as second-class citizens. Birm- 
ingham has designated itself Whistle Stop No. 3 
along the route of the Freedom Train. 
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G.O.P. and the Marshall Plan 


Republican opposition to the Marshall plan 
to make Europe self-supporting is coming out 
into the open in terms that are stronger and 
stronger. Senator Wherry, for example, wants 


the most deliberate kind of slow-motion han- 


dling of the legislation required to put the plan 
in operation. His Nebraska colleague, Senator 
Butler, does not hesitate to say that he is very 
much against the Truman program and that he 
doubts “if there will be a Marshall plan.” Other 
G.O.P. Senators can be quoted to the same gen- 
eral effect. 

The average citizen needs to ask only one 
question about this: What is the Republican 
alterngtive? What does the G. O. P. propose to 


take the place of the Marshall plan? Would it 


abandon Europe to sink down in complete 
chaos? If so, we might as well pull every last 
man out from the hungry, cold, distraught Con- 
tinent and turn it over voluntarily to the Com- 
munists. 
Or would the G.O.P., as Senator Butler sug- 
gests, vote aid “to relieve distress and hunger” 
but cut out the reconstructidn of Europe’s fac- 
tories and farms? If so, the need for aid would 
be unending. It would indeed be pouring 
American resources down a bottomless rathole. 
Those Republicans who are against the Mar- 
shall plan have an obligation to produce a plan 
of their own for Europe, The country will 
watch to see whether it measures up better 
than their anti-inflation program which they 
proposed as an alternative to the President’s 
plan to curb the price spiral. 
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A Good Veteran Bill 


All war veterans are given 5-point premiums 
on civil service examinations and disabled on2s. 
are given 10. At best, this compromises the 
policy of a “merit” service. In its worst fea- 
ture, the disability preference creates a privi- 
leged elite, among whom the last man with a 
bare pass of 70 points must be employed before 
any non-disabled candidate with a 99-plus. 

Reconciling itself to some degree of compro- 
mise with merit, the National Civil Service 
League proposes to remove two lax provisions 
“from the present law. First, it would require 
at least the passing grade before giving any 
special credits. More important, it would re- 
strict the disability preference to men and 
women actually receiving compensation allow- 
ances from the Government. Doing so, says the 
league, would “confine the special preference to 
those for whom it was intended and eliminate 


— 


thousands of claimants with only nominal physi- 
cal imperfections actually non-disabling.“ 

These reforms are approved by the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission and the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion. Indeed, they are sponsored by the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. Presented to Congress in the 
Cain-Rees bill, they were approved by unani- 
mous vote of the Senate last July. Now that 
the Maj. Gen. Meyers scandal has dramatized 
the misuse of disability status in another branch 
of federal service, the House has every reason to 
follow the Senate’s good example. 
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To Finish Congress Reform 

Creeping committeeitis is eating away one of 
the major reforms which Congress made in its 
structure and procedures under the legislative 
reorganization law of 1946. 

There have been a cumbersomely large num- 
ber of committees—82 in all. The reorganiza- 
tion act reduced the total to 34. This reform 
not only brought the size of the committee struc- 
ture within practicable limits. It also made a 
start on avoiding duplication and setting up 
standards so that bills would be referred to cer- 
tain committees because that was where they 
belonged and not because of the kind of hearing 
they would receive there, favorable or 


‘ unfavorable. | 


In a single year Congress has nullified some- 
thing like a third of its reform in the number 
of committees. The reorganization act reduced 


the number by 48. The net reduction now is 


about 30. : Further inroads on this reform are 
likely from two causes: First, headline 
grabbing; second, unwillingness of existing com- 


mittees to make investigations that might prove. 


politically embarrassing. 

Perhaps it should be the duty of every single 
Congress to reassess its committee structure and 
cut away the deadwood. A bill whacking away 
again at the lush excess growth of committees 
ought to be introduced. Objective standards 
describing the jurisdiction of every committee 
ought to be further developed, so that no com- 
mittee can evade its own responsibilities or grab 
any other's. ; 

And while Congress is about it, it ought to do 
a little more toward earning the increases in 
salaries and perquisites which its members ob- 
tained under the reorganization act; Members 
of Congress will not have earned 
until they correct the worst remaining faults of 
the national legislature. 

They owe it to their constituents to do that by 
limiting the excessive powers of the House Rules 
Committee, putting restraints on the Senate 
filibuster, and finding some better criterion for 
advancement than the seniority system. 
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Public vs. Stagehands 

A union which has it all over Petrillo’s music- 
ians for the brazen collection of tribute is being 
attacked under the Taft-Hartley Act.

Like the Lea Act, which is aimed at BetrNlo, 
the Taft- Hartley Act is an imperfect /weapo 
against featherbedding. The weakness/ of both 
laws is that they throw the fy me needs of 
private employers into the realm of Judicial de- 
cision. They are the best weapons the state now 
has against labor holdups, however, and they 
should be used when the abuse is clear. 
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Tennessee Needs a Senator 

Senator Stewart's announcement that he will 
run for re-electien gives the voters of Ten- 
nessee a better break than they formerly had 
to elect a Senator who will do them honor —Rep- 

resentative Kefauver. who after eight years in 
the House is a candidate for Stewart’s seat. 

Mr. Kefauver has a keen mind and genuinely 
liberal principles. He has voted for legislation 
to protect consumers from inflation, and has 
been an informed and staunch friend of TVA. 
He is the sponsor of a bill to plug the danger- 
ous “merger” loophole in the anti-trust laws. 

Mr. Kefauver’s record is not only sound, it 
also has its distinction. He is the author of a 
thoughtful and important book gn the national 
legislature, “A Twentieth Century Congress,” 
and sponsor of two of the most progressive pro- 
posals made in recent years to enhance the ef- 
fectiveness of that body. These proposals are for 
voting by electricity and for a question-and- 
answer period, which would allow Cabinet mem- 
bers to meet the whole Congress. 

Mr. Stewart can hardly be said to have been 
an individual Senator at all.“ For nine years he 
has been an echo of Senator McKellar. 

Senator Stewart has now become too unim- 
pressive for even E. H. Crump, who put him 
there. The Memphis boss has thrown him over 
and is backing Criminal Court Judge Mitchell. 
With Mitchell and Stewart splitting up the vote 
which the Crump candidate alone would ordi- 
narily command in Tennessee outside of Mem- 
phis, Kefauver has a better chance for election 
than he would have against a united Crump 
camp. 

One of these days Crump’s feudal reign will 
be broken and democracy will come to Tennes- 
see, It would be a fine thing for it to come in 
the person of a forward-looking Tennessean like 
Mr. Kefauver.

Instead 
of standing on a technicality—that the war- 
time leases are operative until a year after 
a treaty is signed 
with Japan—we-have

United States Godchild 


The United States is in a sense the god- 
father of the Republic of Panama, for 
had it not been for Theodore Roosevelt's 
speedy recognition of the Panamanian Gov- 
ernment after it broke away from Co- 
lombia, the republic might not have en- 
dured. Moreover, the annual rental of the 
Canal Zone, plus the payrolls of United 
States Canal Zone personnel, are integral 
with Panamanian economy. 


However much one might suppose these 
facts would endear us to the Panamanians,

these payrolls have contributed to the. 


friction. They are the symbol of a United 
States policy of racial discrimination which 
is not only generally indefensible, but 
which is peculiarly obnoxious in a country 
of mixed racial population. 


When the canal was under construction, 


United States military authorities hired 
black Caribbean labor, and paid off in 
silver. White workers from the United 
States were paid much higher wages in 
gold. The “gold” and “silver” classifica- 
tions have continued. The United States 
post office in the Zone has “gold” and 
“silver” windows, segregating customers. 
Schools are divided. “Gold” employes are 
given quarters in the best sections of the 
Zone, while three-quarters of the “silver” 
employes must live outside the Zone. Gov- 
ernment commissaries are divided into 
“silver” and “gold.” Drinking fountains 
are labeled “silver” and gold.“ 


Long Standing Discontent 


Although the wave of anti-American sen- 
timent is extreme now—reaching its peak 
in riotous celebrations when the Pana- 
manian Assembly unanimously rejected the 
lease agreements—it is not new. The gath- 
ering protest was discussed during the 
war by the Panama Tribune, leading West 
Indian newspaper of the isthmus area: 


While in other parts of the world there 


is at present a marked and definite 
movement toward the breaking down of 
the barriers of race and color, and to- 
ward the creating of better understand- 
ing and fellowship among different Classes 
of people, here, on the Canal Zone and 
in Panama, with a population comprising 
a mixture of races and people from all 
parts, there is a conspicuous absence of 
any notable movement in this direction. 
Rather, the barriers between groups are 
being lifted higher and the walls of ethnic 
differences being made stronger day by 
day by petty and irritating acts of dis- 
courtesy and injustice. ... 


The situation is like a river that has 
been frozen over. Those who listen keenly 
may hear a murmuring—the deep sighs 
of longing, the anguished groans of dis- 
content and resentment. Pressure on the 
top may prevent this rumbling from 
breaking or ever becoming audible, but 
the silence and apparent calm do not 

necessarily indicate that all is satis- 
factory or secure, 


Obviously now, all is no longer satis- 
factory or secure. Our prompt withdrawal 
of troops from the disputed bases may ease 
the immediate furore against the United 
States and after the presidential election 
of next spring it may be possible, as Am- 
bassador Frank T. Hines suggests, to reach 
a new and amicable lease agreement. How- 
ever, it is time now to review our segrega- 
tion policy and indeed our whole attitude 
toward Panama and the Zone,

Lettice Cooper, the British authoress, has 
gone to the English medieval morality play 
for her figure of Everyman to point up 
her allegory (of modern society. 

In three épisodes the author has pre 
sented the ee sides of Everyman—man, 
woman, and child. Although the episodes 
are tied together by the symbolic figure 
of Everyman, each might stand alone as 
a distinct short story that can teach the 
single lesson that Miss Cooper has to offer: 
man, woman, and child are o by 
fear of insecurity. 

In the medieval allegory only knowledge 
would accompany Everyman in his jour 
ney to the grave and only good deeds 
would go with him into the grave. In the 
allegory, “Black Bethlehem,” Everyman 
abandons and betrays ideals, knowledge 
and good deeds for the security that mod- 
ern society forces us to hunt,

The English war veteran gave up his 
dreams of a “brave new world” to sell his 
soul to the capitalistic system he had 
hated.

PANAMA CITY, Dec. 27 (AP)— 


Ricardo J. Alfaro, recently re- 
signed Foreign Minister of Pan- 
ama, has accused the State De- 
partment of the United States of 
committing three “fundamental 
errors” in negotiating for the de- 
fense base agreement. 

The agreement was rejected last 
Monday by the Panamanidn Na- 
tional Assembly. 

Alfaro, expressing, his views in 
an interview yesterday, said the 
State Department made the fol- 
lowing errors“: 

1. Failure to express cate- 
gorically its position on expira- 
tion of a 1942 defense base 
agreement. 

2. “Insistence on introducing 
clauses, phrases and words which 
tended to assert powers and 
privileges of the United States 
and diminish Panama’s sover- 
eignty.” 

3. A tendency to make the 
agreement on the bases—intend- 
ed for defense of the Panama 
Canal—a permanent instrument. 
Alfaro, who quit the Cabinet 
in protest against the signing of 
the agreement, declared however, 
that United States froop with- 
drawal from Panamanian bases 
was a conclusion which was “hon- 
orable for Panama and honorable 
for the United States.” The Unit- 
ed States withdrawal is now un- 
der way. 

Alfaro said that if the United

“No” Says Army to Davis’ 
Application for Release 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Citing a “national emergency,” the 
Army refused today to release 
Glenn Davis, former West Point 
football star who sought to resign 
his commission as second lieuten- 
ant, 

Davis, who with Doc Blanchard 
formed one of the great backfield 
combinations of gridiron history, 
has been generally reported as 
having received offers to play pro- 
fessional football, Although he 
himself has refused to give any 
reason for asking to resign. 

The Army’s reply, made public 
by Secretary Royall, said the serv- 
ice normally accepts in peacetime 


“without hesitation” resignations 
of regular commissioned officers. 
But, it added, “the operation of 
this rule is habitually suspended 
in time of national emergency, 
until conditions permit the main- 
tenance of the officer corps on a 
completely volunteer basis.” 

Right now, the Army noted, 
there are on active duty “certain 
officers of the emergency army” 
who can’t be spared regardless of 
any desire to step back into civil- 
ian life. 

The answer was approved by the 
Army’s personnel board and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, chief of 
staff.

CHICAGO, Dec. 27 (AP) Ted 


Williams, who snared the bat- 
ting crown with .343, broke a ma- 
jor league record by leading in 
runs scored for the fifth succes- 
sive season of competition. He 
tied two major league marks by 


drawing the most bases on balls 
for four years in a row and by 
taking the rather negative honor 
of playing in 150 games or more 
without stealing a base. 


Sixteen of the total marks were 
registered on sparkling defensive 
play. Hitting, pitching and general 
league reaords accounted for the 
others, 

The outstanding records for the 
league as a whole were its .977 
fielding average alon 
fewest errors committed in one 
season, 1080. The Cleveland In- 
dians were charged with the few- 
est bobbles in league history, 104, 
and posted a new team fielding 
percentage of 988.

Sgt. Edward Keyes of Jersey- 


ville, III., holder of the Distin- 
= Service Cross, the Bronze 
Star Medal for gallantry in action 
and other decorations for combat 
achievements in World War II. 
died Christmas morning at the 
Walter Reed Hospital for Veter- 
ans in Washington, D. C. His par-

Sgt. Keyes served with the 


Thirty-seventh Infantry Division 
in the Pacific theater where he 
was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross in November, 1946, 
for heroism in connection with 
military operations against the 
enemy at Manila and Luzon in the 
Philippine Islands. 

During street fighting, the squad 
in which Keyes served, was or- 
dered to effect a break through 
while the rest of the company 
was to follow. While subjected 
to intense machine-gun fire from 
a well fortified enemy concrete 
pillbox, Keyes led to way through 
a street with burning buildings 
on both sides. Crawling to within 
20 yards of the enemy emplace- 
ments, he expertly tossed a num- 
ber of grenades into the pillbox, 
killing an undetermined number 
of the enemy. ‘ 

When a bazooka was brought 
into operation, an enemy grenade 
landed close by injuring the ba- 
zooka operator, Keyes and five 
others. Disregarding hig own 
wounds, Keyes rushed to the op- 
erator and carried him on his 
shoulder 150 yards to safety, he- 
roically exposing himself during 
the rescue not only to enemy fire, 
but to flames and falling debris. 
His own wounds were so serious 
that he was hospitalized three 
weeks. 

A veteran of 19 months in the 
Pacific, Keyes fought in the jun- 
gles of Bougainville, Solomon 
Islands and served at New Cale- 
donia and Guadalcanal.

USE OF LIMESTONE 


| ON FARMS SHOWS 
RISE IN MISSOURI

COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec, 27—Mis- 
souri farmers spread à record 
3,186,170 tons of limestone on 
farms in 1947, according to sum- 
maries submitted by county agents 
over the state. The previous rec- 
ord was 2,254,487 tons spread dur- 
ing the previous year. 

Arnold W. Klemme, soils special- 
ist in the Missouri College of Agri- 
culture, estimated that soil was 
improved through production of 
1,500,000 acres of nitrogen-gather- 
ing legumes during the year. 

County agent reports indicate 
that limestone supplies included 
2,723,794 tons supplied by large 
commercial pulverisers; 191,927 
tons through portable pulverizers; 
140,836 tons as by-products of lead 
or zinc mines, chat and other by- 
products; 50,365 tons from natural 
deposits where crushing was not 
necessary, and 79,708 tons from 
other sources.

ILLINOIS SPRING PIG CROP 
IN’48 TO BE 13 PCT. SMALLER 


SPRINGFIELD, Inn., Dec. 27 
(UP)—Illinoia farmers plan small- 
er pig crops next year, the state 
and federal departments of agri- 
culture reported yesterday. But 
farmers have sown the largest 
acreage of winter wheat since 
1940, the departments said. 

Thirteen per cent fewer sows 
will be farrowed next spring, the 
departments said, the smallest 
number since 1941 and 1 per cent 
under the 10-year average. The 
estimate was based on question- 
naires sent to 6500 farmers 
throughout the state. The depart- 
ments said Illinois’ 1947 pig crop 
totaled 8,809,000- head, one of the 
four highest outputs since 1930 
and exceeded only by three years 
of war production. 

The departments said that 
farmers put 1,704,000 acres into 
winter wheat this fall. The 
stepped-up planting resulted from 
a good 1947 harvest and the need 
for a nurse crop for clover, the 
departments said. The acreage is 
expected to yield 30,700,000 bushels 
of wheat. .

CITY PARK DIVISION BUSIER, 
TO REHIRE 45 OF 200 LAID OFF 


Use of the city’s community cen- 
ters has increased so greatly that 
45 of the 200 employes of the Park 
Division who were dismissed in 
the city’s economy drive will be 
re-employed, Park Commissioner 
Palmer B. Baumes said today. 
Baumes said he hoped to have all 
of the 45 back at work by Jan. 16. 

Most of those who will be re- 
hired are custodians, he said, al- 


recreation workers, gardeners and 
construction employes. 

Baumes said the most marked 
increase in use of the centers has 
been for ‘basketball and soccer 
games, although other facilities 
also have increased in popularity. 
In the remainder of the fiscal 
year, the Park Division will save 
about $100,000 of its proposed ex- 
penditures, Baumes said, It orig- 
inally had been scheduled to save 
about $200,000, he said, but the re- 
employment of part of the group 
laid off and the increase of wages 
provided in a bill passed by the 
Board of Aldermen earlier this 
month reduced this sum.

URING a with some of 
the leaders of the woman suf- 
trage movement in Switzer- 
land, I learned a number of rea- 
sons why this\is still something 
that. only a few women work for 
in that country, 

In the firat place, the laws af- 

fecting women are fairly good. A 
woman who has money of her own 
may keep it and control it after 
marriage. If there’s a divorce, 
she has as much right over the 
children as her husband has. 
I was told that if a working wom- 
an goes to court because her hus- 
band doesn’t give her enough 
money, the court is usually very 
— to consider her case fa- 
vorably. 


In Switzerland, there are many 
referendums, In fact, one person 
said laughingly that every Sunday 
they had to go and vote on some 
question — whether it was a pro- 

change in a road or a fis- 
cal question of great importance. 
It's true, however, that the people 
are voting continuously on various 
things all through the year, Thus, 
the Swiss women, who tradition- 
ally work a good deal in their 
own homes — particularly the 
young ones—feel that this added 
burden, if they were conscierftious 
about voting, might be quite 
heavy.

LEAR, sweet-flavored chicken 
(ana goose fat are wonderful 

for baking cookies, cake and 
even pie crust and they are the 
best possible alternates for butter 
to season vegetables or make 
white sauce. Now is the time of 
the year to accumulate a little 
hoard of these choice fats. In the 
winter when poultry. is not exercis- 
ing so much and still eating a lot, 
they store thick layers of fat 
around the gizzard and intestines 
and just inside the vent. A care- 
ful cook can strip these excess 
layers out neatly and all to the 
benefit of the bird to be roasted. 
This fat should be rendered out 
immediately and then placed in a 
covered container and put in the 
refrigerator until needed. Here 
is the way to prepare it. Lay the 
fat in a shallow pan and place in 
a slow oven (300 degrees) to heat. 
Pour accumulated fat off into the 
jar about every 15 minutes so that 
it won’t overheat and darken. The 
cracklings (the crisp nuggets of 
tissue remaining) are excellent 
crumbled up and folded into corn- 
bread batter or biscuits to make 
crackling cornbread or crackling 
biscuits. 


Soft Molasses Cookies. 


Three cups all-purpose flour, 
four teaspoons ginger, two tea- 
spoons cinnamon, one teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup rendered goose 
grease, one cup molasses, one tea- 
spoon soda, one tablespoon hot 
water. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 3 
times with spices and salt. Com- 
bine goose grease with molasses 
and beat well. Add soda to the 
hot water and combine with mo- 
lasses mixture, Add the sifted dry 
ingredients and stir until dry in- 
gredfents are thoroughly blended. 
Chill, Divide into two portions 
and roll to about three-eighths 
inch ‘thickness. Cut with a three- 
inch cutter. Bake on an un- 
greased cookie sheet in 4 moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
eight to 10 minutes or until done. 
Cool on cake racks. Makes two 
and one-half dozen. 


Rocks. 


Two and one-third cups all-pur- 
pose flour, one-half teaspoon soda, 
one teaspoon baking powder, one 
and one-half teaspoons cinnamon, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon allspice, one- 
eighth teaspoon ginger, two-thirds 
cup rendered goose fat, one cup 
brown sugar, firmly packed; two 
eggs, beaten; two-thirds cup 
chopped walnut meats, two-thirds 
cup seeded raisins. 


Sift flour, measure, and resift 
three times with remaining dry 
ingredients, Cream fat, add sugar 
gradually and continue beating 
thoroughly. Add eggs and beat 
well, Add flour and stir until 
thoroughly blended. Stir in nut 
meats and raisins. Drop by tea- 
spoonsful onto an ungreased bak- 
ing sheet. Bake at 350 degrees 
F. (moderate) for 12 to 15 min- 
utes, Cool on cake racks. Makes 
four dozen cookies.

But 
she can’t continue with it for- 
ever, Younger women of ability, 
who have worked with her, have 
dropped out because they were not 
allowed to go ahead, She has 
nothing but chair-warmers and 
yes-women left. She has failed in 
her duty to the organization, to 
the community, and to herself, 


But right in the family, fathers’ 
and mothers too often make the 
same mistake. 


Father should gradually turn 
over as much as possible of the 
routine tu his sons (or daughters). 
They should be taking care of 
paying the taxes, arranging the 
insurance, keeping the garden, and 
watching the installments. He 
could devote more time to other 
things.

Here is a choice little article 
designed especially for anyone 
who has a hot water heating sys- 
tem and doesn’t know how to fill 
it with water. In short, a very 
specialized article indeed, 

The thing to remember about 4 
hot water heating system is that 
the entire system has to be full 
of water if it is going to operate. 
It is the exact Opposite of a boat. 
If there is any air in a radiator 
it will prevent the water getting 
in and the result will be a cold 
clammy radiator. 

It takes two people but very 
little effort to fill this type of 
system. Mr. A. stands at the valve 
which lets water into the system 
and Mr. B. takes up his position 
at the radiator nearest the boiler. 
Mr. A. opens the valve letting 
water into the system and Mr. B. 
opens the air valve on the radia- 
tor. When water squirts out 
through the air valve and gets 
Mr. B. in the eye he closes the 
valve and scampers to the next 


highest radiator, Mr, A. laughs 
and closes his valve until Mr. B.
